day that s t a t e s and c i t i e s postpone 
their Salk polio vaccination pro­ 
gram pending 
an announcement 
Sunday on whether 
the vaccine 
should undergo more 'tringent test­ 
ing to insure its safety 
The recommendation by Surgeon 
General Leonard A Scheele cann* 
after a group of the nation's fore­ 
most polio experts completed an 
urgent two-day 
inquiry into the 
manufacture anil testing of the vac­ 
cine 
Two states that hail made plans 
to begin inoculations immediately 
revaluated their programs. 
In New Jersey Dr Morris Clark, 
president of the Haddonfield. N. J , 
Board of Health, said when inform­ 
ed by United Pres 
of the surgeon- 
general’s announcement that “ it 
looks like we’ll have to postpone 
it.” 
In California Dr. Malcolm Mer­ 
rill, state director of health, urged 
local health officers 
to proceed 
with plans to maculate California 
children “ pending clarification of 
the Washington announcement.” 
California'* 
program 
was not 
scheduled to begin until Monday 
Any announcement Sunday would 
be made in tim e to influence a 
last-minute decision 
The inquiry was ordered after 
the government confirmed that 38 
children inoculated 
with vaccine 
produced by the Cutter Laborator­ 
ies of Berkeley, Calif . had fallen 
ill with polio. 
Dr. Scheele did not announce the 
findings of the group of scientists, 
which included Dr. Jonas Salk. d e­ 
veloper of the vaccine. 
He said 
he would do that Sunday. 
He 'aid it would be necessary 
first “to evaluate the recommen­ 
dations of the technical group and 
other information.” 
Pending the Sunday announce­ 
ment. Dr 
Scheele recommended 
“ that 
states and 
municipalities 
postpone 
their 
vaccination 
pro­ 
grams. 
The group of scientists making 
the study for 
the U 
S 
Public 
Health Service included besides Dr. 
Salk. Dr. Thuma- Francis Jr., of 
the University of Michigan School 
of Public Health, who evaluated 
results of la.'! y e a r’s polio tests; 
Dr. David Bodian of Johns Hop­

Dairymen and 
Cows Welcome 
Pasture Season 


The pasture season is welcomed 
by both the dairyman arid his cows. 
Cows like spring’s tasty and juicy 
pastures alter the long winter feed­ 
ing period. 
Dairymen have fewer 
chores to do, and feed costs go 
down when cows make the change 
from barn to field feeding. 
J. D. Burke, dairy extension spe­ 
cialist at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, advises you 
to make the change-over a little 
at a time. 
Feed some dry rough­ 
age until the cows get used to the 
green, juicy feed. 
I ft your
